That In Europe Before Great War

Buenos Aires, Aug. 1.—(By Mail) 


—Sou)A America's republics today are 
' siting over just such a powder maga- 
zine 33 the one which exploded two 
years ago in Europe. In many ways 
the situation recalls the situation ex- 
isting in Europe just a few years be- 
fore the outbreak of 
the 
present 


struggle. The recent hint of war be- 
tween Venezuela and Peru and Col- 
ombia and Ecuador brought 
South 


America to sharp attention. 
They 


might easily do what the Balkan rux- 
up did to Europe. 


There is the same feeling that a 


widespread clash cannot be prevent- 
ed, the same conflict of interest, the 
same warnings, same 
preparation*, 


same groaning under weight of these 
preparations and the same undercur- 
rent of international ill-feeling. 


If an when war conies the two prin- 


cipal belligerents probably will be Ar- 
gentina and Chile. 


Not a country in South 
America 


lacks a boundary dispute with some 
other country. Each is a little Al- 
sace-Lorraine. 


Chile and Argentina had a nasty 


dispute of the kind in 1898. 
It reach- 


ed the point of mutual mobilization. 
England interferrcd and 
arbitrated. 


Argentina got a large area of land in 
South Patagonia, which Chile claimed 
should have gone to the latter. This 
has rankled ever sine.*. 


Chile is very poor. 
If she could 


take by force of arms, that land, she 
might get another portion as indem- 
nity. It would give her all of South 
America, along her present Ka.stcrn 
boundary as fur South as the latitude 
of the Chubuk river, which is about 
1,000 miles north of Cape Horn, and 
thence, to the southward, the whole 
continent, from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic. 


This would transform Chile into a 


moderately rich nation, for Southern 
Patagonia 
is a fine cattle country 


»nd there are stories of rich petro- 
leum deppsits there. 
XTnfc^woulh mean war with Argen- 
tina. 


Here is where Pom would got into 


the situation. In 187!), as a result of 
a war, Chile annexed the two south- 


ern 
Peruvian 
provinces. Peru has 


been longing ever since for a chance 
to get them back. 


Bolivia is an inland country with 


an ambition for a "window" on the 
Pacific. 


The two provinces Chile took from 


Peru are bounded on the west by the 
Pacific and on the east by Bolivia. On 
their coast are the ports of Tacna and 
Arica. 
These would constitute a 


"double window" if Bolivia could get 
them. 


Chile would probably 
turn them 


over to the Bolivians to defend them 
from Peru. 


Peru would be too strong for Bo- 


livia, 
but 
Ecuador 
and 
Colombia 


would help give Peru a trounching 
to keep the latter from trying to en- 
force claims on parts of the Putuma- 
yo rubber country, concerning which 
Sir Roger Casement made a report a 
few years ago. 


Parenthetically, 
Colombia 
claims 


certain temtory in northern Peru and 
surely wouUl think the time favorable 
for grabbing it. 


North of Argentina is Paraguay. 


The Paraguans have lost territory to 
Argentina and are-wild to recover it. 
Many South Americans believe Para- 
guay could count on military support 
from Brazil.

That In Europe Before Great War

' siting over just such a powder maga- 
zine 33 the one which exploded two 
years ago in Europe. In many ways 
the situation recalls the situation ex- 
isting in Europe just a few years be- 
fore the outbreak of 
the

struggle. The recent hint of war be- 
tween Venezuela and Peru and Col- 
ombia and Ecuador brought 
South 


America to sharp attention. 
They 


might easily do what the Balkan rux- 
up did to Europe. 


There is the same feeling that a 


widespread clash cannot be prevent- 
ed, the same conflict of interest, the 
same warnings, same 
preparation*, 


same groaning under weight of these 
preparations and the same undercur- 
rent of international ill-feeling. 


If an when war conies the two prin- 


cipal belligerents probably will be Ar- 
gentina and Chile. 


Not a country in South 
America 


lacks a boundary dispute with some 
other country. Each is a little Al- 
sace-Lorraine. 


Chile and Argentina had a nasty 


dispute of the kind in 1898. 
It reach- 


ed the point of mutual mobilization. 
England interferrcd and 
arbitrated. 


Argentina got a large area of land in 
South Patagonia, which Chile claimed 
should have gone to the latter. This 
has rankled ever sine.*. 


Chile is very poor. 
If she could 


take by force of arms, that land, she 
might get another portion as indem- 
nity. It would give her all of South 
America, along her present Ka.stcrn 
boundary as fur South as the latitude 
of the Chubuk river, which is about 
1,000 miles north of Cape Horn, and 
thence, to the southward, the whole 
continent, from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic.
